“But  if  it  is  a matter  of  disturbing  the 
assembly  so  that  it  disrupted  it,  this 
would  be  a violation  of  university 
policy,”  said  Nielsen. 

J.  Elliot  Cameron,  Dean  of  Student 
Life,  said  that  if  a demonstration  did  take 
place  students  involved  would  be  liable 
for  legal  action.  “If  any  students  were 
there,  the  thing  they  need  to  understand 
is  that  the  university  is  private  property 
and  we  have  a specific  clause  which 
precludes  a demonstration,”  he  said. 

In  conjunction  with  Military  Week 
activities,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Air  Force,  Spencer  J.  Schedler  will  be  on 
campus  today  to  address  ROTC  classes 
and  business  groups.  Mr.  Schedler  has 
served  as  Assistant  Secretary  in  char^  of 
Financial  Management  since  June  of 
1969. 

A full-dress  flag  ceremony  will  be  held 
today  at  4:30  p.m.

For  debate 

Russian  students  visit 


Military  Week  sports  a maze  of 
displays  in  the  ELWC 


Three  Soviet  students  and  four 
scientists  will  visit  the  BYU  campus  this 
Thursday  and  Friday.  The  students  will 
participate  in  a discussion  with  the  BYU 
debators  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall  at  6 
p.m.  Thursday. 

Ranging  in  age  from  25  to  30  the 
Soviet  Students  are  Vladimir  Kavtaradze, 
a member  of  the  Presidium  of  the 
Committee  of  Youth  Organizations  of  the 
USSR;  Nickolai  Mukhin,  secretary  of  the 
Student  Organization  of  Moscow  State 
University;  and  Lavon  Saakyan,  First 
secretary  of  the  South  Leaders  of  the 
Republic  of  Armenia. 

THE  THREE  students  are  touring  the 
country  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Speech  Communication  Association  of 
America. 


Following  the  Thursday  evening 
discussion  the  three  Russian  students  will 
attend  an  AFROTC  Footprints  concert. 
Friday  morning  they  will  attend  selected 
classes. 

The  three  BYU  students  which  will 
participate  in  the  discussion  are  Erick 
Erickson,a  senior  in  history,  Russian  and 
European  Students  from  Overland  Park, 
Kansas;  Michael  Coil,  a sophomore  in 
political  science  from  Sunnyvale,  Calif.; 
and  Donald  Hinton,  a graduate  student  in 
speech  from  Hurricane,  Utah. 

THE  SYMPOSIUM  will  take  place  in 
the  form  of  six-minute  talks  from  each 
student  followed  by  questions  and 
two-minute  summaries. 

BYU  is  one  of  only  seven  universities 
chosen  throughout  the  country  to  host 
the  Soviet  visitors.  With  confirmation  by 
Soviet  authorities  that  the  three  students 
would  be  coming  to  the  U.S.  the  SCAA 
contacted  1,200  American  colleges  and 
received  replies  from  250.  The  final  seven 
colleges  were  selected  to  cover  the  widest 
range  of  institutions  and  geographical 
regions. 

Apart  from  BYU,  the  students  are 
being  hosted  at  Hamilton  College,  N.Y.; 
University  of  Maryland,  University  of 
Wisconsin  at  Oshkosh,  Southern  Illinois 
University,  Chico  State  College,  and 
Cerritos  College,  Calif. 

Visits  are  also  being  arranged  for  four 
Soviet  scientists  to  the  BYU  campus 
while  the  students  are  here.  The  scientists 
are  working  on  post-doctoral  studies  at 
Northwestern  University.

Quartet  debates  war 


BYU  is  inadvertently  “selling  the 
Pentagon”  through  Military  Week, 
according  to  Dr.  Ray  Hillam,  speaking 
yesterday  in  an  open  panel  discussion  on 
the  war  in  Vietnam. 

Hillam,  who  along  with  Dean  Martin 
Hickman  of  the  College  of  Social 
Sciences,  took  a stand  in  opposition  to 
President  Nixon’s  escalation  of  the  war, 
cited  the  week’s  activities  as  inconsistent 
with  “the  students  across  the  nation  who 
are  demonstrating  for  peace.” 

Speaking  in  support  of  the  Nixon 
strategy  were  Dean  Chauncey  Riddle  of 
the  Graduate  School  and  Dr.  Noel 
Reynolds  of  the  Philosophy  Department. 

Riddle  outlined  as  the  U.S.  objective  in 
the  war,  the  prevention  of  a take-over  of 
South  Vietnam.  “If  that  is  the  objective,” 
he  said,  “it  makes  good  sense  to  bomb 
North  Vietnam.  If  their  supplies  are 
substantially  hampered.  North  Vietnam 
will  be  damaged.” 

The  real  issue.  Riddle  stressed,  is  who 
we  would  finally  have  emerge  as  the 
ruling  power  in  the  South.  “Are  we  going 
to  win  freedom  or  deliver  South  Vietnam 
to  the  genocide  which  has  taken  place 
after  every  Communist  take-over?”  he 
asked. 

Dean  Hickman  countered  with  the 
claim  that  “it  is  highly  unlikely  that  the 
bombing  will  have  any  immediate  effect 
on  the  fighting  around  An  Loc.”  He 
remarked  that  the  U.S.  has  ignored  the 
lessons  of  American  history  with 
involvement  in  this  war.  “One  of  the 
touchstones”  of  American  policy,  he  said, 
has  been  to  avoid  a land  war  in  Asia. 


South  Vietnam  has  had  a history  -of 
tyranny,  he  asserted.  “The  issue  is 
between  which  oppression  they  will  be 
subject  to.” 

In  the  second  round  of  debate.  Dr. 
Hillam  called  the  bombing  “inconsistent 
with  Vietnamization.”  He  quoted  Elder 
Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Church  in  a statement  issued  during 
World  War  II.  “The  Church  is  and  must 
be  against  war,”  Lee  stated.  According  to 
Hillam,  Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  called 
war,  “earth’s  greatest  cause  of  human 
misery.  . . .evidence  that  Satan 
lives. . . .man’s  greatest  folly.” 

Hillam  called  for  a curbing  of  the 
notion  that  “there  is  no  substitute  for 
victory.” 

The  final  speaker.  Dr.  Noel  Reynolds, 
summed  up  the  debate  with  a rebutal  of 
major  arguments.  If  Vietnamization  is  to 
work,  he  claimed,  and  if  a “showdown” 
between  the  North  and  South  is 
“inevitable”  then  we  should  “influence 
the  timing  of  that  showdown.”  Reynolds 
asserted  that  the  bombings  were 
consistent  with  that  philosophy. 

T o Hickman’s  claim  that  tyranny  is 
traditional  in  Asia,  Reynolds  countered 
“that  still  doesn’t  seem  to  be  an  argument 
for  allowing  external  domination.” 

He  asserted  that  Dr.  Hillam’s  lauding  of 
the  nationwide  demonstrations  for  pace 
“was  stretching  a point.”  “What  they  are 
interested  in  is  a victory  for  what  I am 
willing  to  call  a Communist  idealogy,”  he 
said  of  demonstrators  during  his  years  at 
Harvard.

Astros  return 

Tte  Apollo  16  astronauts  left 
their  lunar  orbit  for  the 
248,000-mile  return  trip  to  earth 
last  night  at  7:15  p.m.  (MST). 

Although  their  lunar  lander, 
Orion,  tumbled  crazily  out  of 
control  instead  of  crashing  into 
the  moon  as  had  been  planned. 
Mission  Commander  John  Young 
called  it  “a  mighty  good 
spacecraft,  a real  good  flying 
machine  and  a real  great  lunar 
base,  too.” 


War  rages  on 

North  Vietnamese  forces 
captured  five  more  South 
Vietnamese  military  outposts  in 
the  Central  Highlands  yesterday, 
killing  four  Americans,  according 
to  field  reports.  In  the  air,  U.S. 
B52  bombers  struck  targets  of  the 
port  of  Thanh  Hoa,  82  miles 
south  of  Hanoi,  and  within 
one-half  mile  of  the  beseiged 
provincial  capital  of  An  Loc,  60 
miles  north  of  Saigon. 

Meanwhile,  the  Viet  Cong 
appealed  directly  to  U.S.  senators 
and  representatives,  asking  them 
to  force  President  Nixon  to  halt 
the  Vietnam  War  and  to  resume 
negotiations  in  Paris.

Mass  arrest 

BYU  Security  policemen  were 
part  of  a corps  of  officers  that 
swept  three  counties  Sunday  night 
and  issued  over  175  arrest 
warrants  for  the  sale  and 
possession  of  narcotics. 

The  raid,  termed  by  authorities 
as  perhaps  the  biggest  in  Utah’s 
history,  continued  through 
yesterday  in  Davis,  Weber,  and 
Utah  counties. 

No  BYU  students  were  inyolved 
in  the  arrests. 

In  Utah  County,  25  people  were 
arrested  in  charges  ranging  from 
sale  and  possession  of  narcotics  to 
contributing  to  the  deliquency  of 
a minor.  Eleven  of  those  arrested 
in  the  county  were  minors. 

Several  of  the  warrants  are  still 
pending,  but  officials  stressed  that 
none  of  them  named  BYU 
students.

The  raid  began  shortly  after  8 
p.m.  and  moved  from  Davis 
County  through  Weber  and  Utah 
counties.  Most  of  those  who  were 
arrested  were  charged  with 
distribution  of  controlled 
substances,  authorities  said. 

According  to  BYU  Security 
Chief  Swen  Nielsen,  the  officers 
picked  up  2,000  tablets  of 
methamphetamine,  400  “hits”  of 
acid  and  hallucinogenic  drugs,  100 
mescaline  tables,  and  31  lids  of 
marijuana. 

The  task  force  of  narcotics 
officers  were  made  up  of  25  men 
each  in  Davis  and  Utah  counties 
and  40  in  Weber  County.  Also  in 
on  the  raid  were  Federal  Narcotics 
Agency  officers,  Utah  State 
Liquor  Commission  officers,  the 
Utah  Highway  Patrol,  the  Wasatch 
County  Sheriff’s  Dept.,  and  police 
chiefs  from  various  communities 
in  the  area. 

The  Orem  City  Police  Dept, 
served  as  a base  for  the  raid,  and 
all  those  arrested  from  the  county 
were  booked  in  at  the  Orem  City 
Jail.  Officers  began  assembling  at 
the  Orem  Police  Dept,  at  8 p.m. 
Sunday,  and  began  moving  out  on 
the  raid  at  9:30  p.m.  Teams  of 
officers  continued  the  raids  for 
several  hours,  and  it  was  after  2 
a.m.  when  the  last  person  was 
booked.

Same  questions 
same  answers

Why  are  their  Vietnamese  so  much  tougher  than  our 
Vietnamese?  The  question  has  a familiar  ring  to  it.  It 
used  to  be:  Why  are  their  Koreans  so  much  better  than 
our  Koreans?  C.  L.  Sulzberger,  in  a piece  for  the  New 
York  Times,  raises  the  old  question  again: 

“One  striking  feature  of  contemporary  warfare  is  the 
remarkable  courage  and  hardiness  displayed  by 
Communist  armies.  This  is  as  notable  in  Vietnam  as  the 
strategic  genius  of  General  Giap  or  the  organizational 
talent  of  his  staff . . . There  is  no  doubting  the  audacity 
and  discipline  of  both  the  North  Vietnamese  and  their 
Viet  Cong  allies.  1 have  discussed  this  with  my  friend, 
Wilfred  Burchett,  the  Australian  Communist  journalist 
who  has  campaigned  in  the  field  with  both  and  is  vastly 
impressed  by  their  durability  and  spirit.  The  question  is, 
why  should  North  Koreans  or  Vietnamese  seem,  at  least 
initially,  to  be  more  gifted  soldiers  than  South  Koreans 
or  Vietnamese?” 

Mr.  Sulzberger  suggests  several  answers.  Ideology. 
Propaganda.  Self-confidence.  A report  from  Gerard 
Hebert,  a non-Communist  Canadian  who  covered  the 
fighting  at  An  Loc  for  United  Press  International, 
provides  still  another  explanation.  Peering  inside  a North 
Vietnamese  tank  that  had  been  knocked  out  in  the 
battle,  he  saw  a dead  crewman.  And  something  else:  “I 
saw  something  glint  in  the  darkness.  I felt  the  man’s 
ankle.  It  was  chained  to  the  inside  of  the  tank  with 
quarter-inch  thick  chain  links.”

CLEARLY  the  North  Vietnamese  do  not  trust  to 
ideology,  propaganda  and  the  strategic  genius  of  General 
Giap  alone.  They  also  invest  a little  something  in  chain 
links.  And  that  is  perhaps  the  best  symbol  of  their  cause. 

There  had  been  stories  about  North  Vietnamese 
chained  inside  their  tanks  during  the  fighting  in  Laos. 
But  this  was  the  first  time  Mr.  Hebert  had  seen  the 
evidence.  According  to  the  South  Vietnamese,  the 
crewmen  were  chained  to  their  posts  inside  the  tanks, 
but  not  the  tank  commander.  His  body  was  found 
outside.  Maybe  the  organizational  talent  of  General 
Giap’s  staff  has  worked  out  some  standard  policy  on  the 
matter. 

At  any  rate,  it’s  clearer  now  why  some  enemy  soldiers 


don’t  leave  their  posts.  They  can’t.  And  the  explanation 
isn’t  ideology  or  strategic  genius.  It’s  simple  really,  and 
in  this  case  only  a quarter  of  an  inch  thick. 

Mr.  Sulzberger  ranks  Vo  Nguyen  Giap  among  the  great 
modern  captains  and  evokes  a few  Napoleonic  maxims 
to  explain  him:  “Giap,  who  is  French-educated,  must 
surely  have  learned  that  Napoleon  ‘understood  the 
grammar  of  gunpowder.’  Moreover,  in  developing  their 
remarkable  propaganda  apparatus  as  a military  adjunct, 
Hanoi’s  leaders  cannot  fail  to  recall  another  Napoleonic 
observation:  ‘Three  hostile  newspapers  a^e  more  to  be 
feared  than  a thousand  bayonets.’  Giap  certainly  has  far 
less  to  be  afraid  of  on  that  count  than  his  opponent, 
Thieu;  and  I do  not  refer  only  to  the  fact  that  North 
Vietnam’s  press  is  totally  muzzled.”

Ill-founded  Indochina  policy 

Editor: 

A Latter-day  Saint  should  not  offer  casual  consent  for  his 
government  to  wage  a war  in  pursuit  of  such  an  ill-founded 
policy  as  that  in  Indochina. 

There  are  good  sources  of  information  available  for  those  with 
conscience  and  concern  enough  to  analyze.  As  a background  to 
'The  Pentagon  Papers,"  (quoted  here)  I would  suggest,  "The 
United  States  in  Vietnam,"  by  Drs.  G.  M.  Kahin  and  J.  W.  Lewis, 
(Dell  1969)  and  the  writings  of  Bernard  B.  Fall. 

In  French  Indochina  (Vietnam,  Laos  and  Cambodia),  no 
nationalist  Indochinese  group  survived -French  suppression  until 
1930  when  three  groups  united  under  Ho  Chi  Minh  to  form  the 
Indochinese  Communist  Party.  Ho  had  espoused  the  14  points  of 
Woodrow  Wilson,  the  right  of  peoples  to  self-determination,  and 
was  far  more  nationalistic  than  Communistic.

Veterans  denounce  war  protests 


Editor: 

The  Provo  demonstration  over  the  recent  flare-up  of 
the  Vietnam  war,  however  small  when  compared  to  the 
tens  of  thousands  in  Los  Angeles,  should  be  considered 
no  less  significant.  From  the  April  24  article  in  the  Daily 
Universe,  it  would  appear  that  the  protest  was 
overwhelmingly  anti-war  and  anti-government. 

The  article  quotes  protest  coordinator  Jerry  Owens  as 
saying  the  protest  was  to  “. . . show  that  we  do  not 
support  the  government  in  this  war . . There  was 
another  side  to  the  protest  and  the  Daily  Universe  was 
unfair,  if  not  grossly  irresponsible  to  its  readers,  by  not 
giving  equal  voice  to  the  opposition. 

The  two  lines  referring  to  a “handful  of  Vietnam 
veterans  ranging  themselves  in  support  of  the  war,”  do 
little  to  offset  the  20  lines  given  to  the  anti-war 
protestors.  The  article  also  alludes  to  the  protestors  as 
“concerned  citizens,”  giving  the  impression  that  the 
passing-  public  gave  one-sided  support.  In  fact,  an  equal 
number  of  citizens  supported  the  veterans. 

Unfortunately  the  Daily  Universe  appears  to  be 
suffering  from  the  same  sickness  that  affects  most  of  the 
public  news  media  these  days.  Nixon-supporting  veterans 
are  presented  as  Hawkishly  carrying  out  their  destructive 
impulses  by  wantonly  waging  war  wherever  possible. 
This  is  simply  not  a true  picture. 

As  one  of  the  uniformed  veterans  present  at  the 


demonstration,  I feel  moved  to  present  the  reasons  we 
support  Nixon  and  the  South  Vietnamese. 

Our  committments  go  deeper  than  just  fighting  an 
enemy.  We  are  committed  to  any  people  fighting  for  the 
right  of  self-determination.  Their  race  and  geographic 
locale  cannot  have  an  effect  upon  our  responsibilities  as 
their  brothers.  Because  it  is  outside  of  the  United  States’ 
borders,  freedom  is  no  less  sacred. 

How  can  protestors  be  so  selective  in  their  abhorrance 
of  slaughter?  The  North  Vietnamese  purposely  bomb 
population  centers  and  bury  thousands  of  innocent 
civilians  in  mass  graves.  They  are  ruthlessly  moving  to 
crush  South  Vietnam.  Why  not  protest  that? 

We  have  seen  war.  We  are  agreed  that  it  is  not  a good 
way  to  resolve  conflicts.  However,  a total  United  States 
pull-out  would  only  stop  the  war,  not  the  slaughter.  The 
Soviet  supported  North  Vietnamese  would  sweep  into 
South  Vietnam  in  crushing  destruction. 

Those  who  propose  a stop  to  the  bombing  and  a total 
pull-out  must  demand  it  of  both  sides.  Slaughter  is  not 
an  acceptable  alternative  to  war.  Until  North  Vietnam 
pulls  back  to  its  own  borders,  and  comes  to  the  peace 
talks  with  talk  of  peace,  we  veterans  moved  by 
conscience  to  aid  freedom  anywhere,  must  continue  to 
support  our  commitment  to  South  Vietnam.

Ho  fought  the  French,  then,  with  U.S.  arms  and  support 
successfully  fought  the  Japanese  and  Vichy  French  and 
established  his  government  in  Vietnam  in  1945. 

The  Vietnamese  nationalists  were  shocked  when  the  allies 
reinstated  the  French  colonial  government  after  World  War  II. 
They  had  expected  U.S.  support  and  appealed  eight  times  to 
Pres.  Truman  to  intercede  on  their  behalf,  but  they  were 
ignored. 

So  the  Vietminh  fought  alone  with  U.S.  and  captured  French 
and  Japanese  arms.  But  Vietnam  was  not  industrialized,  nor 
receiving  more  than  a billion  dollars  in  U.S.  aid,  as  France  was, 
and  consequently  appealed  for  outside  aid.  The  French  were 
defeated  in  1954  and  a Geneva  Conference  convened  to  establish 
a political  end  to  the  war.  The  French  were  to  evacuate  orderly 
in  the  south  behind  a temporary  demilitarized  zone  (DMZ).The 
Geneva  accords  specified  that  no  foreign  troops  should  ever 
again  be  based  in  Vietnam  and  that  national  elections  be  held 
prior  to  reunification  in  1956.  The  French  and  their 
administrators  moved  southward,  the  nationalists  remained  in 
their  homes.  The  first  Indochina  war  was  over. 

The  U.S.  promised  to  respect  the  accords,  but  days  after 
Geneva  organized  SEATO  and  began  subversion  to  shatter  the 
negotiated  political  settlement.  As  the  French  evacuated  the  U.S. 
muscled  in  and  set  up  an  unpopular  puppet  government  under 
Diem.  He  refused  to  hold  elections,  since  Ho  would 
"undoubtedly"  win.  Bombings  and  more  than  half  a million  U.S. 
troops  were  needed  to  support  Diem,  and  succeeding 
governments  after  U.S.  complicity  in  his  assasination.  The 
elections  under  Thieu  also  illustrate  his  sense  of  democracy. 

In  1953  the  NSC  concluded  that  for  Indochina  to  go 
Communist  "would  be  critical  to  the  security  of  the  U.S.",  and 
"any  negotiated  settlement  would  not  be  acceptable."  U.S. 
negotiating  policy  was  established  then.  It  was  "U.S.  policy  to 
accept  nothing  short  of  a military  victory  in  Indochina."  The 
Golf  of  Tonkin  resolution  was  a farce  (and  since  repealed),  and 
there  were  no  "understandings"  of  1968  to  be  violated.
